Of Arr. BACKENSTDOS, in the house of 
Represcntatives, January, 1845, a- 
_gatnat the Senate Bill, for the uncon 
ditonal repeal of the Nautoo Charter. 
Mr. BACKENSTOS of Hancock, said’, 
be erase under emlarrassment, to speak 
this question, having becn preceded 
by gentiemca on both sides, who’had fa. 
vored the house with a display of ta!oix 
and ability which it was not his good for 
tune to possess. But, impressed with the 
jmrorteace of the bili to a very large and 
respectable portion of his constituents, he 
felt called upon to say a few words, and 
site to the house some of the objections 
which might be urged ogainst its presage, 
he considered it a matter of deep interest 
to that persecuted people who are to be 
affected by the bill now under considera~ 
tion, involving their peace, happines, and 
prosperity; it certainly was a subject 
which had enlisted the feclings, and in 
some degree the prejudices of a gre.t 
portion of the community; on the one 
hand the anxious citizens of Nauvoo are 
looking for the maintainance of heir jus! 
and equitable rights, while on the other 
the vindictive spirit of intolerance and 
reecution are awaiting their victim. 
The foiled ambition of diss ppointed 
dcmagogues is struggling to mount itself 
‘ypon the misfortune and rvin of that peo» 
le; demons in human shape infest our 
geliery with their presence; they ar 
watching our deliberations with breathless 
anx‘ety and earnest expectation that we 
will sancion their deeds of violence and 
crime by our acts of legislation. I have 
been sorry, Mr. Speaker, to witness the 
pec of prejudice which has been 
exhibited during this discussion. Men 
occupying the high and responsible seats 
of legislators should never suller them 
selves to be moved by excitement, or in- 
fluenced by so base a passion as preju- 
dice; these are tho elements of feebdle 
minds and ungenerous hearts, and strould 
never bs suffered to enter the sacred re- 
treats of literty acd laws—tho hall of 
islat.on. 
remarks made by the geath-man 
from Macon, (Mr. Benedict) told us in 
language too plain to be misunderstood, 
that he felt their fluence and was sub- 
ject to their control. His eloquence no 
can belp but admire. In his.manner, 
his gestures, ‘and bis language. he was 
truly sarcastic, ene upon the whole suc~ 
ceeded ‘admirably well in scandalizing the 
**Mormons.” He said, he was willing to 
mete out even banded justice to them 
and gave us the beautiful aud well paint. 
ed figure of a scale evepended from the 
finger of the Almighty, and while he 
zed contemptuously upon the pictare he 
ad Jrawn with ao expression of vindic- 
_ tiveness, while on the other hand he would 
also apply the sword of vengeance, wh.ch 
part of the figure he represented with ao 
smile upon his lip, at least he showed a 
disposition to immeclate them upon the als 
tar of indignation. Perhaps there may 
be some good reason for the deep interes! 
the gentleman seems to take in their pro 
ecription and resgion ; great men (/ 
understand he has sometimes aspiraiions 
toa seat in the United Statics Congress) 
are sometimes diseppointed, it may have 
been so with the geotierran from Macon,, 
(Mr. Beneodict,) inasmuch as in 1842, he 
made a pilgrimage to the city of Natvoo, 
first procuring letters of introduction and 
ommendations from a d.stinguished 
day saint, then living at Spring 
field, to the Mormon prophet, and other 
leading ‘men at the city of Nauvoo. [<lere 
Mr. Backenstos was called to order by 
My. Benedict, the cheir deciding Mr 
Backenstos not out of order, proceeded. } 
It hae ever been a cusiom whenever any | 
distinguished individual visited tnat city, 
lorthrow open. the public halls and extend 
to thom the freedom of the cty. This: 
, usual mark of respect was, hoWever, o- 
“mitted on this occasion. [| do not wish tu 
be undeistood as charging the gentleman 
with baving been moved altogether, be- 
cause of thie neglect, but might it not be 
true that he Nauvoo, disappointed? 
Mr. Speaker, one very important :¢a 
son in my mind wh} we shoulc not rey 
peal the city charter ot Nauvoo is, that 
you strip the largest and popplous 
city in this state of ali her police regula- 
tions. Why vot amerd the charter in all 
its ubjectionable features? Why nor 
beave them powers sufficient to maintain 
efficient city organization? Shall we 
in any manner take part by our acis in 
this hall, and sanction the violence and 
crime committed in the wild and lawless

Already have | received letters from! 
Hancock, si by some of the best set- 
tlers of that coality, who say that the cry 
| has now gone out that the legisiature have 
sanctioned the ‘violence of Mobocracy ; 
that we ate with them in all their acts, 
give free tolerance to their crimes, end 
sanction their Let this be true, 
let those wrought up by excitement—im- 
pelled to action by Heartless prejudices. 
swear that we appreve of their course, 
wud mew-sccacs-of inc iculties 
will arise aod more blood wiil be shed. 
the peace of the people of Hatcock hangs 
upon the action of this Mouse. Let geo~ 
tlemea well consider before they su- 
scribe to any act of partial legislation, 
which. is to endanger the safety or destroy 
the just rights of any community. 

' During this discussior, the Stee 
have been accused of every offence known 
to the catalogue of crimes, every ¢cpre- 
dation committed in that section uf coun. 
‘try where they live, has been heaped 
‘Upon them, bo matter where the charges 
‘originated, or how they have been propo- 
‘gated, whether true or false, they have 
been dealt out with an unsparing hand 
aod urged against them as reasons for the 
repeal of their city charter. That base 
men are located amongst the Mormons 
there can be no doubt. That base men 
calling themselves Mormons infest the 
city of Nauvoo, is equally true, how can 
it be otherwise in the nature of thing« 
with a population of from 12 to 14,000 
souls. [do not appear on this floor to 
justify the citizens of Nauvoo for any 
wrongs committed, but I appeor to defend 
them and all others :n their just, equite» 
bie and constitation! rights. Neither 
do | appear in this hall for the purpose of 
abusing or saying hird things against the 
Mormons or anti-Mormons, let even hand- 
ed just'ce be done all. It is said 
that the people of the city of Nauvoo have 
violated their chartered privileges, tha 
they had issued the writ of “habeas cor- 
pus,” and released or discharged the Mor- 
mon propliet. Thisis true, they did issue 
the writ of habess corpus; but is there 
nothing to be said in palliation for that 
proceeding? Let me inform this house 
that one of the ablest jursts of the mi is 
jtary tract, publicly declared that » 
power was granted in the charter of 
_Nauvoo; the legal gentleman procured 
the writ and afierwards appeared before 
municipal court, and ably contended that 
ithe charter granted them not only the 
/power to issue the writ, but a'so to hear 
sand determine the cose, which resulted io 
the discharge of the accused. It is true 
we were at that time on the eve of o 
‘warmly contested, congres ional election, 
the Mormon vot being considered no 
small item in deciding the question. Mr. 
| Walker, the whig candidate for congress.

jes, declared that the Nauvoo city charier. 
gradted to the municipal court of that

All the disturbances in Hancock have 
beef packed upon the Mormons; this is 
not only watrue and unjust, but is also 
calculated to mislead the pudlic mind;

Now sir, | hive 
drawn up an impeachment with specifica-

Ford, throagh some of their safe- 
ty committees, and uf endeavoring to in- 
flame the poblic miad with the free cir- 
culation of fulsehoods.

THE WILL OF JOHN RANDOLPH. 


We copy the following account of the 
trial in relation to this subject from the 
Richmond Enqu'rer of the 14th : 

One of the most remarkable cases 
which has ever been presented to our 
courts of justice is certainly Mr. John 
Randolph's will. His own extraordinary 
lie, his brilliant genius. singular elo-~ 
quence, the distinguished figure which 
he has cut in ovr national councils, iv 
some of the most important ep >chs of our 
political history, and his eccentric habits, 
both in private and public life, have 
stamped a degree of interest upon almost 
every thing which he did or said, tha’ 


‘fail to the lot of but few individuils.— 


His d-ath has been productive of stirrin: 
scenes thet correspond in some manner 
with his extraordinary fife. He died, 
possessed of a very large property, tha’ 
has been estimated ai som: hnandred 
thousands of do!llars—a laig: number o’ 
slaves, and valuable broad lands on the 
Roanoke—from whch he borrowed his 
celebrated affix of Joha Rando'ph, of 
Roanoke. ‘The disposition of his proper 
ly has beea a bone of contention amoog 
different partes ever since his death.— 
“everal papers were left behiod him, 
which were considered ia the light of 
‘ast testaments; and the question was. 
which was the true will, or whether 
there wasany ? One will was disputed 
for its waot of form. It was said to 
have been cancelled by himself. His 
eccentric habits, and the marks of insan- 
ity whch eppeared in his con.’dct at sev 
eral periods of his life, led to contests 
about another. it was suid, that it was 
invalic, because he was insane when he 
wrote it. If this will (that of 1821) was 
established, 1t cut off his nearest relations 
from all ge to his property. It lef 
his slaves free, end the great burden of 
his possessions to Mr Bryant who had 
married one of his neices. The question 
was banded about frem court to court, 
until the General court decided in favor 
of the validity of the will of "21.
